Mansfield expressed doubt that 
Peking would act quickjly to regain 
control of Taiwan, which both the 
Communist and the Nationajist 
governments regarded as an 
integral part of China. 

“It is unrealistic to expect 
Peking to renounce the use of force 
against Taiwan,”Mansfield saidq. 
But he saidq that the U.S could 
allowthe "Japan Formula.” 

Although Japan severed rela- 
tions with Taipei and normalized 
relations with Peking in 1972， 
Mansfield said，“Japan's trade 
with andq investments in Taiwan

The delegates also adopted a

Summer Work with Native Americans

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Although 
looking down in the mouth is not 
eyervbodv s idea of a good time, 这 
is _ for Barbara Fong，a junior 
dental student at the San Fran- 
cisco branch of the University of 
California， With a half-dozen 
other dental students， Barbara 
spent Six weeks this summer in 
New Mexico making dentures for 
a group of American Indians who 
live near the campus of the Univ- 
ersitv of Albuquerque， 

Now，thanks to_ the planning 
efforts of one of Barbara's class- 
mates，himself an American 
Indian，and the Indian ”Health 
Service, 27 people are now able to 
eat foods thevd long ago given uPp， 
“There was a _ great need among 
elderlv Indians for dental care 
because in their societvy，children 
have first Prioritv for any care 
available,” Barbara savs.“And in 
OUI Own clinic， there werent 
enough teaching cases for us to 
fulfill our denture requirement, so 
the project orked out well for 


everyone involved. This way，Tve 


completed one quarters worth of 
Work in only 6 weeks.” 
SUCCESSFUL 
Altogether，Barbara treated 
.four patients and found them to 
be verv well-adjusted and cooper- 
ative. Unlike the ladqy who had to 
be discontinued from the San 
Francisco clinic because she 
changed her mind too often about 
the treatment she thought she 
ought to have，all 27 of the

Soviet, Chinese 
Delegates Clash 
Over Confucius 


NAIROBI 一 A reference to Con- 
fucius brought a clash recently be- 
tween Soviet and Chinese dele- 
gates at the 19th Ceneral Confer- 
ence of UNESCO here. 

The Soceial Science Committee 
was considering the Problem of 
relations between poverty and de- 
velopment when the Soviet dele- 
gate made a reference to Chinese 
wisdom and cited a sayiig of Con- 
fucius: “If you do not earn yoOUT 
money，another will earn it in 


.your place，and he will spend it， 


because he .does not need 让 

The Chinese delegate was UPpset 
by the allusion to the philosopher 
who has been strongly criticized in 
China. He spoke up to protest that 
Confucius” idqeas represented the 
most conservative and feudal of 
forces which strengthened capital- 
ism， But the Soviet delegate did 
not let matters drop，and spoke 
ironically of China's total open- 
ness of mind，which brought an- 
other Chinese protest against So- 
viet calumnies.

Hong Kong Reacts Favorably To 
Purge of The Gang of Four

HONG KONG 一 People in this 
British colony are pleased at the 
elimination of the Chiang Ching 
group from the Politburo (political 
council of the Chinese Communist 
party)，Its exit is interpreted as 
having a stabilizing effect on the 
Situation in China which would 
also benefit the economic expan- 
sion in Hong Kong. At least, this is 
the view of local business leaders 
Who have extensive trade connect- 
ions with the mainland. 

DISRUPTINC 

Chiang Ching，widow of the 
late Chairman Mao Tse-tung，i 冯 
blamed by the Peking government 
for qisrupting the _ political and 
economic stability of the country 
in order that she might take over 
the administration as chairman of 
the Communist party in succession 
to her late husband. Chang Chun- 
chiao was to become the premier 
to succeed Chou En-lai，and her 
Principal aide. 

Until October 7，Chang Chun- 
chiao was vice premier， and 
member of the standing commi- 
ttee of the Politburo together with 
two other members of the Chiang 
Ching group: namely Wang 
Hung-wen (vice chairman of the 
party) and Yao Wen-yuan (polit- 
ical writer)，This .quartet is des- 
cribedqd by the press and radio in 
China as “the gang of four.”The 
media repeatedly said that the 
masses in China weie jubilant at 
the removal of the four Persons 
because of their subversive and 
disruptive activities. 

Normally，the people in Hong 
Kong are indifferent to _ Chinas 
Political developments，Such a 


- stance -js- noticeable,-- especially- 


among the local-born who are 
British subjects. However， the 
residents, be they Chinese or other 
nationals， are glad that the 
Chiang Ching faction is out of 


Power in Peking，because it is 
charged they had a hand in the 
strikes, qdemonstrations and tossing 
of hand grenades in Hong Kong 
from May 1967 until early 1968. It 
was 3a spillover of the “Great 
Proletarian Cultural Revolution” 
into this British colony， 
CLIMAX 
The climax was the burning of 
the British legation in Peking and 
the diplomats，including the 
charge daffaires，were subjected 
to indignity at the hands of the 


-Red Guards， Chiang Ching and 


her three lieutenants played 
leading roles in this Revolution. At 
that time，the people here were 
Tesigned to the worst， 

Now that this group has been 
whisked -offt the Peking Political 
stage， 让 这、 expected that the 
existing friendly relations between- 
Hong Kong and Peking 一 being a 
segment of Sino-British relations 一 


will continue. In other words, the

In Peking，on the 24th of last 
month， one million people 
gathered in a mass rally at the 
Heavenly Peace Cate Square to 
celebrate the victory that Hua 
Kuo-feng had become chairman 
of the Chinese Communist Party 
and had placed under arrest the 
“gang of four ,including Chiang 
Ching，window of the deceased 
Party chairman. 

Among the crowd of young Red 
Guards，1little Wang was very 
excited when new Chairman Hua 
and other leaders mounted the 
rostrum atop the Gate while the 
band was playing the tune“Sail- 
ing the Seas Depends on the 
Helmsman.” 

He stuck his neck out to get a 
good look at the new chairman， 
turned round and whispered to his 
companion:“Hi，he is Chairman 
Mao, but very much younger”! 

Though some Western observers 
thought that Hua's position may 
be shaky， recent reports fom 
Peking and Hongkong indicate 
that the new 了 Party chairman 
seems to have everything under 
control. 

LICHTINC 

Hua and Mao look very much 
alike in appearance but，as little 
Wang said，Hua is very much 
younger，He has impressed the 
People as a “great leader.”He has 
won enthusiastic support and high 
esteem from the people because of 
his positive and lightning action in 
striking down the four persons“in 
authority” most hated by the 
People throughout the country. It 
seeIms that，at present， Hua's 
position cannot be challenged by 
anybody. 

Few of us can realize the ordeal 
which the people in China had 
gone through during the “Great 
Cultural Revolution”which Mao 
hadq ”personajlly initiated and ledq.” 
The present “gang of four”were 
the key figures who jled this 
revolution on Maos behalf. They 
even tried to physically molest 
Chou En-lai and discredit him 

Of all political campaigns

launched after the Liberation, the 
Cultural Revolution was most 
unpopular among the people who 
cannot forget what happened to 
.them in that period of their life. 
Then, it is easy to understand why 
all people came out to celebrate 
the purge of the“gang of four- 
andthe appointment of Chairman 
Hua who ordered the purge. For 
the first time since the founding of 
the Chinese Communist regime，a 
high political figure and his action 
received so _ enthusiastic and wide 
popular Support throughout the 
countIry.

CONFIRM 

However，the new chairman 
certainly has his problems. He is 
now faced with a very important 
problem which he cannot wait to 
resolve; that is，be must confirm 
officially Chou En-lais Popular 
line of modernization for_ national 
construction and，in some way， 
reject Mao's unpopular line of 
“continuing the revolution.” So 
far, the Wang-Chang-Chiang-Yao 
“gang of four are denounced offi- 
cially as counter-revolutionary 
conspirators and double-dqeajlers 
who praeticed revisionism in the 
guise of Marxism， Industrial 
factories and ITrural People S 
communes accused the“gang of 
four”of interfering with product- 
ion， On wall-posters displayed in 
some cities，Maos widow Chiang 
Ching was described _ as an 
ambitious woman who disobeyed 
Chairman Mao and committed 
various crimes in jliterature and 
art. 


The real issue of the Cultural -. 


Revolution has been 
carefully avoided in ordqer not to 
involve Mao. Up to this moment， 
Chairman Hua himself has not yet 
made any public speech,， not even 
at the mass celebration in Peking. 


But, sooner or later, he must speak 
out, albeit he seemsto be a man of 
action rather than of words. 


Among aceusations made 
recently against the “gang of 
four,”some alleged that Chiang 
Ching introduced the tactics of 
“attacking per Persuasion and 
defending by violence” during the 
Cultural Revolution，in “which 
thousands of young Red Guards 
were killed.， It is hard to say 
whether such accusations will not 
eventuajlly lead -to the general 
expression of resentment against 


the Cultural Rvolution. 


DIVERT 

It will be up to Chairman Hua 
either to divert the 、 Present 
campaign of denouncing the 
“gang of four”from the Cultural 
Revolution issue or to openly 
negate - the Cultural Revolution 
before the people begin to do so， 
In _ other words，will he reverse 
previous decisions on the Culture 
Revolution to gain complete popu- 
lar supportP 


China is still ruled by the cult of 
personality. The People have been 
long accustomed to having a 
“great leader” for guidance in 
national affairs. Red Guard little 
Wang is one of 800 million Chi- 
nese who will happily accept Hua 
Kuo-feng as their great leader 
after he removed the “gang of 
four” from the Political scene， As 
the people have expressed their 
general approval of Chou En-lai's 
line on the modernization of 
China's _ national economy and 
national defense，Hua must con- 
firm this line openly to be their 
true leader. He has already shown 
great coOurage in striking down the 
powerful Chiang Ching clique 
and will likely lead the Eeople 
onto the road of modernization . 

It will be heart-warming to 
watch the beginning of a new era 
of Hua Kuo-feng in China 
today.
